TENNIS TEAM THIRD IN NATION 


Palm Beach Junior College finished third in the 
National Junior College Athletic Association tennis 
championships in Waco, Texas, last week. 

Not »since 1970 had the Pacer: tennis squad, 
always near the top, finished so strongly in the 
national tournament. 

Earlier, the Pacers were able to finish third in the 
state tournament, but at Waco they outstripped all 
Florida colleges. 

They finished the tournament with 18 points, 
only two behind the champion, Odessa, Texas, and 
one behind the defending charnap, Central Texas. 
There were 50 colleges entered. 

Balance did it for coach Hamid Faquir, with all 
four players who went to the tournament winning 
and scoring. 

No. 1 player, Paul Visnesky, was seeded No. 10 
and reached the quarterfinals, losing to Tom Luttrell 
of Midland, the No. 1 seed. 

No. 2 player Gary Trender, seed No. 6, also 
reached the quarterfinals, despite a foot injury which 
saw him leaving home on crutches. 

No. 3 player, John McKinley, seeded No. 5, went 
one step farther and reached the semifinals, 

N No. 4 player, Jase Tang, seed No. 4, also reached 
the semifinals. 

Visnesky and Trender did even better in doubles, 
reaching the finals.

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BUDGET APPROVED 
AT 
MAY BOARD MEETING 


Palm Beach Junior College trustees approved the 
largest budget in the history of the College at the 
May meeting of the Board. 

The $9.7 million of the operating budget plus 
$3.6 million in funds for buildings exceeded last 
year’s budget, but not by much, 

Last year the figures were approximately $9.3 
million and $3.2 million in the plant fund group. 

The budget closely resembled that of last year 
in all respects. 

Increments within the salary ranges are scheduled 
to he paid to all regular full time classified personnel, 
even those who were at the maximum of the former 
salary range. However, supervisory and managerial 
personnel who were placed at their maximum will 
not be eligible for an increment. 

Earlier in the meeting, the trustees approved a 
reorganization of the college administration along 
lines developed by Dr. Edward Eissey, who is to 
become President in September. 

The reorganization involved changes in titles, 
duties and reporting relationships. 

One feature of the reorganization was to reduce 
the number of people reporting directly to the 
President. 

Another was the concentration of all student 
activities through one office, rather than through the 
department chairpersons. 

Chairpersons, however, become directly respon- 
sible for part time as well as full time people teach- 
ing in their area. 


The chief administrator of PBJC Glades, PBst 
North or PBJC South will be known as a Provost, 
rather than a Vice President. 

The board approved a number of personnel 
changes, including the hiring of the first black Vice 
President in the history of the College. 

He is Dr. Willie E. Rousan, currently Director of 
Student Campus Life at St. Petersburg Junior College. 

Dr. Rouson, 49, has 20 years experience in 
education, with nine years in the field of student 
personnel in community colleges in Florida. 

An appointment of interest to sports fans was 
that of Thomas D. Mullins, currently football coach 
at Georgetown (KY) College as Athletic Director/ 
Counselor. 

The board approved a plan to charge students $5 
per year for parking decals beginning in the Fall 
Term. Funds would be used for maintenance of 
parking lots plus student scholarships. 

Explaining the plan, Dr. Eissey said 10 percent 
would go to scholarships, increasing to 15 percent 
the second year, 20 percent the third year, and 25 
percent thereafter. 

Sam Sasser, incoming vice-president of the Stu- 
dent Government Association, expressed approval of 


the plan, and said he had found no disapproval . , 


in discussions with other students. 

Trustee George Michael said he would vote against 
the plan because he felt it was the job of the state 
legislature to furnish funds for parking lot mainten- 
ance, students should not have to pay for what the 
legislature is not providing. 

Outgoing SGA President, Sharon Christenberry, 
received a full hearing from the board, even though 
her list of complaints and suggestions had all been 
aired and answered on several previous occasions.
